Experiment Station: "Soils which are 
t light color, gray, grayish brown or 
yellowish lit shade are usually in need 
of lime: also when difficulty li ex- 
perienced In growing Kood crops of 
red clover or alfalfa a lack of lime i* 
Btrongly Indicated." 


If in doubt, the litmus test give* 


quite reliable indication*. It may be 
made an follows: Obtain a (fall of wet 
eoil about the size of tne Out, break it 
open and insert * double thickness of 
blue litmus paper (obtainable at any 
ciriiR Blow. Press the nail firmly to- 
Ketiier and allow to stand as much as 
a half hour. If at the end of this time 
the paper In contact with the soil haa 
distinctly changed to a pink color 
there Is positive evidence of acidity, 
and it may safely be assumed that 
benefit will follow liming. 


Another test is to pour a small 


quantity of muriatic (hydrochloric or 
"tinner's") acid on the soil. If theie 
Is lime in the soil, the acid will form 
tiny tnibules. Such s>oil does not need 
to have Hrne or limestone added to 
cweetwi it. but the addition of lime 
may make larger crop yields.

HOUSEFLY NESTS IN 


FILTH-HELP TO 


KILL HIM 


The housefly is a foul and dangerous 


little pest. The female lays her eggs 
in manure, in human excrement or in 
the flesh of dead and rotting animals, 
never anywhere else. The eggs batch 
into maggots and the maggots feed on 
the flith until they sprout wings and 
become flies. The flies swarm into 
our homes, bringing with them the 
germs of many diseases—especially 
typhoid, consumption and dysentery 
—which they deposit on our food. 


Many of our homes were saddened 


last year by death resulting from dis- 
eases spread by flies. Therefore the 
housefly is our deadly enemy and we 
ought to kill him off as far as possible 
before warm weather comes. To do 
this effectually will require the co-op- 
eration 
of the 
whole community. 


Cleanliness, generally speaking, is tbe 
fly's greatest enemy, but if one man 
cleans up his place—removing- all 
barnyard filth, keeping garbage cans 
covered, etc.—and his neighbors on 
either side do not follow suit, the one 
man will not be protected from flies 
and disease. 


This war on flips la a job for the 


whole town, and it Is a big one. 
It Is 


suggested that our local authorities or 
some of our active citlcenscall a meet- 
ing and make plans at once to start 
the cam;>a'gn for fly extermination. 
Let us enlist the aid of the health of- 
ficers, the physicians, the merchant*, 
the lawyers, the mechanics, tho weak- 
en end the boys and girls. 


It will be necessary to have a num- 


ber of committees to look after tho 
many angles of the work and see that 
proper preventive measures are taken 
tn remove the opportunities for flies 
to lav eg$s and hatch them. Swatting 
the fly is ineffective—you only kill 
on» fly at a sm-at. .But if you begin 
earlier by sprayinp manure piles and 
the contents of outhonac vaults with 
kerosene or with chloride of 11m*. so 
that fly ogcs will not hatch in these 
masses, yon prevent the birth of mil- 
lions of flics. 


The state board of h»alth will be 


gtad to fend us all kinds of informa- 
tion helpful in carrying on a fly war. 
if our local doctor* hare none on hand. 
After 
th<« campaign organization is 


formed, about the flrst thing to do Is 
to get reliable information and put It 
In Ihe hands of our people.

We hail a steam launch and two 


yawls for exploration where the steam- 
er could not go, and there were six of 
in out In the launch one day making 
Bounding* In a great bend, when a 
monster crocodile rose to the surface 
close beside us, lunged Cm-ward and 
had hi* heml and one leg over the gun- 
wale before any one saw him. 
The 


engineer find n hatchet within reach, 
null with this he gave the reptile Much 
a blow us made htm draw off and sink 
out of sjght. The launch had scarcely 
righted herself, however, when n full 
dozen more uf the saurlans rose to the 
attack. We should have been capsized 
and every man devoured alive had we 
been in one of the yawls. As it was, 
we drove ahead full speed and outran 
them, though some of them pursued us 
for half a mile, und wu were nearly 
swamped with the water splashed Into 
the boat. A few days later, one after 
noon us the steamer eiime to anchor In 
a channel, the anchor must have drop- 
ped among H bed of sleeping croco 
dlles. They rose all about us, hissing 
and splashing, and this exclletneiil 
brought up others until sixty-six enor- 
mous big fellows were to be counted 
at one time. They attacked the steam 
er with the utmost fury, and while 
their efforts were harmless their strug 
gles rocked her as If she was at sea in 
a gale. 


On another occasion one of these 


uiuustcrti did us a good (urn. 1 had 
charge of cue of the yawls which wns 
sounding tt channel. The men at the 
oars were pulling slowly against the 
current, while the one handling the 
lead was casting and calling out when 
zip! came a durt, from the sound It 
made. Either shore was too far off for 
a dart to reach us. Over our starboard 
bow as TV«; pulled ahead was a long 
tougue of land reaching out from the 
right hand shore and ending In a pile 
of driftwood. The tougue bad been cre- 
ated by drifting trees grounding on the 
bottom und the silt collecting to make 
a bar. I stood up in the boat and took 
a long look, but could see nothing. 1 
ought to have been able to detect even 
a rabbit anywhere ou that tongue or 
drift, as there wero no bushes, but 
nothing whatever was In sight. I was 
in the act of sitting down, almost sat- 
isfied that we bnd all been deceived 
when a second arrow whisked so close 
to uiy cheek that 1 thought H bird had 
darted for luy eye. 


"A clone cull, sir, and it was A pol- 


b.tued dnrt at that." said one of the men 
as I dropped back to ray scat. "The In- 
fernal wretch must be In that drift- 
wood, though I can't see him," added 
the man witb the lead line. 


We held the bunt stationary and pre- 


pared to signal to the steamer, which 
was a null* below, when all of a sod- 
den a flfteen foot crocodile landed on 
the tongue of land and began crawling 
toward the driftwood.

The jaguar of the Anmxon Is also 


called a cougar, a puma and a panther, 
and he seems to be one and the same 
beast, no mutter what the name, lie 
Is lithe, fierce and vigilant aud an en- 
einy to be dreaded by even the best 
armed man. 
We often saw pumas on 


tbe shore or crouched. In trees and now 
and then floating past us on drifting 
logs, and their far reaching cries were 
always to be beard at night If we lay 
within a mile of tbe Jungle. The only 
man of us killed In the two yean 
met his fate at the hands of a Jaguar 
and 
under singular circumstances. 


We had landed on the right band

How to Make Fly Paper 


The use of sticky fly paper is better 


than tbe use of poison to trap flies. 
Once a fly alights on sticky paper he 
is pretty certain to stay there until 
he dies. If you place a saucer contain- 
ing poison fly paper and water in the 
dining-room window, sthe flies drink 
the deadly stuff hue they do not die 
immediately. They may not die until 
they reach the cream pitcher. If you

per, boil together equal parts of castor 
oil and resin and spread the substance 
on tough paper before it cools.
